Note: Mainz was an important centre of superior ébénisterie during the eighteenth 
century; its cabinet shops were supplied with drawings by numerous designers whose works 
show great originality unfettered by the influence of France. These tours de force were 
especially planned to give full play to the native talent for fine carving and marquetry, as in 
the present cabinet, executed circa 1750-60, which bears a marked resemblance to a design by 
Joseph Miller, illustrated in R. Graul, Das XVIII Jahrundert-Dekoration und Mobiliar, 
1905, and in Herman Schmitz, Deutsche Mobler des Barock & Rococo, n.d., pl.

A prototype is the well- 
known millefleurs with animals and the arms of Giovio in the Victoria and Albert Museum, 
London, which has a border of nearly similar type, and is evidently by the same hand. The 
millefleurs ornament in both cases retains the characteristics of fine naturalistic detail and 
rich close massing, which are typical of the best Tournai work.
